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July  Trade  Surplus  Plummets  - 

July’s  agricultural  trade  surplus  fell 
to  $965  million,  the  lowest  level 
since  August  1989.  Exports  drop¬ 
ped  14  percent  to  less  than  $2.8  bil¬ 
lion,  while  imports  slipped  1  percent 
to  $1 .8  billion.  The  cumulative  trade 
surplus  for  October  1989-July  1990 
totaled  $15.5  billion,  2  percent  below 
the  same  period  a  year  ago  (table  3). 

Exports  Down  in  July  -  U.S. 
agricultural  exports  fell  seasonally 
in  July  to  $2.8  billion,  $468  million 
below  the  previous  month.  Decreas¬ 
es  in  corn,  soybeans,  wheat,  tree 
nuts,  cotton,  tobacco,  vegetables, 
soybean  meal,  and  rice  more  than 
offset  increases  in  butter,  grain 
sorghum,  and  beef.  October-July 
exports  totaled  $34.5  billion,  2 
percent  above  the  same  period  a 
year  earlier. 

Com  export  volume  declined  27 
percent  to  3.8  million  tons  valued  at 
$465  million.  Japan  was  the  largest 
market,  taking  1 .6  million  tons.  Ship¬ 
ments  to  the  Soviet  Union  fell  from 
2.2  million  tons  the  previous  month 
to  145,000  tons.  Other  major  corn 
markets  included  Korea,  Mexico, 
and  Taiwan.  Average  export  unit 
values  were  unchanged  at  $124  a 
ton. 

Wheat  exporXs  fell  9  percent  during 
July  to  2.2  million  tons  valued  at 
$304  million.  China  replaced  the 
Soviet  Union  as  the  largest  U.S. 
wheat  market,  taking  500,000  tons, 
followed  by  Japan,  Korea,  the 
Philippines,  and  Sri  Lanka.  The 
wheat  export  unit  value  fell  $3  a 
ton  to  $139. 

Soybean  exports  plunged  41 
percent  in  volume  from  the  previous 
month  to  563,000  tons  valued  at 
$134  million.  Japan,  Mexico, 

Taiwan,  and  Korea  were  the  largest 
markets  in  July.  The  EC  market. 


which  had  taken  1 .3  million  tons  in 
March,  virtually  disappeared  in  July. 
The  average  export  unit  value  for 
soybeans  was  unchanged  at  $238  a 
ton.  Soybean  meal  exports  fell  31 
percent  below  the  previous  month  to 
262,000  tons.  Mexico  became  the 
largest  market,  taking  67,000  tons. 
Average  export  unit  values  for  soy¬ 
bean  meal  fell  $1  a  ton  to  $222. 

Cotton  exports  decreased  18  per¬ 
cent  to  96,000  tons,  bringing  the 
fiscal  1990  total  to  1 .5  million  tons. 
The  largest  U.S.  cotton  markets  in 
July  were  Japan,  Korea,  China,  and 
Indonesia.  Cotton  export  unit  values 
edged  down  slightly  to  $1 ,636  a  ton. 

Agricultural  Imports  were  $1 .8 
billion  in  July,  down  1  percent  from 
the  previous  month.  Decreases  in 
cattle,  rubber,  beef,  vegetables, 
and  coffee  more  than  offset  gains 
in  tobacco,  pork,  and  sugar.  The 
cumulative  import  figure  for  October- 
July  reached  $19.1  bJllion,  $1  billion 
or  5  percent  above  the  same  period 
a  year  ago..  Based  on  the  pace  thus 
far,  the  import  forecast  for  fiscal 
1990  was  raised  another  $500  mil-j 
lion  to  $22.5  billion.  (Stephen  R.  ' 
Milmoe,  202-786-1822) 
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Canada  and  Mexico  Lead  Major 
Suppliers  -  Canada  and  Mexico 
were  the  largest  suppliers  of  agri¬ 
cultural  commodities  to  the  United 
States  during  October-July.  These 
countries  benefited  from  increased 
demand  for  meat,  livestock,  fruits, 
and  vegetables.  Brazil  and  Colom¬ 
bia  are  also  major  suppliers,  but 
are  feeling  the  effects  of  low  coffee 
prices.  A  rapid  increase  in  fruit 
shipments-particularly  grapes- 
made  Chile  one  of  the  largest 
suppliers  to  the  United  States 
(table  4).
